varietv of valuable testimony has latuly 
been gathered concerning it. It is gen- 
erally conceded that schools where pu- 
pils can find remunerative labor, ;;o :u-- 
ranfted "s *° time that they can devote 
Borne portion of each day to both work 
and study, are especially desirable hi all 
sections of the country. They are nec- 
essary in those States devoted to innrm- 
fuctuiiug, beeiraso there, unless such 
schools are established and the divis- 
ion of time tov.'hieh they lead i« insisted 
upon, large numbers of ehililro-a grow 
Bp in ignorance, as the natural ivnult of 
giving too much of their time to I he fac- 
tories and shops. It \vas doubtless the 
statement that sixty thousand children 
are growing up in nstate of i^noraaco in 
Massachusetts which induced Gov. Gas- 
ton to make his recent, recommendations 
with ft view to " hnlf-time schools." He 
probably had some form of manual- 
labor school in his mind when ho ad- 
dressed tho Legislature earnestly on the 
subject o£ the education of tho oi-t.is.in 
classes. And he, and all good citizens 
who have the welfare of their Common- 
wealths (it heart, would certainly be 
much rejoiced to hit upon the plan 
which is sure to produce the best re- 
sults to all concerned. There are nu- 
merous objects to be attained oy the sys- 
tem avnonc which «ve the acquisition 
of an insight into some branch of indus- 
try by the pupil; his support, by means 
of his own work, while completing a 
coarse of stndy; and enlarged ideas of 
the dignity and importance of labor. It 
is fully shown by statistics thai "half- 
time" scholars, or those who divide their 
days into work hours and stndy hours, 
are quite equal, in average attainments, 
to those who have fall school hours with- 
out thn alternations of work. 
The manual labor system has not been 


successful everywhere that it has been 
tried. At Cornell University a partial 
^/' iailure aupeavs to have been the Irnit of 


a rather* persistent trial of it, and we 
are Informed that the students did not 
seem equal to the " self-restraint, forti- 
tude, and constancy," required'by the 
system, and that the cumber of scholars 
•wfio adopt that method of partitioning 


v their efforts has very much decreased. 
J. But the system has been a complete 
J^^sooeess at Hampton, in Virginia, .where 
- 
a college for negroes waa long since es- 
tablished, and is sternly maintained, on 
tha.taannal labor basis. The students 
ar*e all negroes, and when they enter 
the institution, do so with the distinct 
understanding that the manner in which 
they work will affect their say there. AK 
most of the students appreciate to the 
utmost tha value of their opportunities, 
they work so well at the different agri- 
cultural, mechanical, 'and household 
tasks provided for itiem on the school 
premises, that the amount paid them for 
their services steadily increases from 
year to year. It'is astonishing that the 
educational administration of. those 
Southern States where public sentiment 
is folly in favor of educating the non- 
property-holding, and often non-tax-pay- 
ing, mass of the negroes, does not hit 
upon a general adoption of the manual- 
labor system as a means of making the 
African at once contribute to the expen- 
cesof his schooling. The creation of 
ten -thousand schools or institutions in 
which work and study are equally divi- 
ded would, in a decade, add a hundred 


_ 
millibaVdollars to the .valuation of these 
Btates," and would give the masses of 
whites and blacks a much truer senti- 
ment on the subject of productive labor 
than they now possess. 
The main thing, and the one to be 


considered before any marked attention 
is paid to the needs of young men and 
women who are desirous of being stu- 
dents and supporting themselves at the 
same time bv labor, "is to tale care of 
and protect the little children. Wo wirnt 
no small slaves dragging out laborioui 
days in manufactories fit an ugt whei 
their employment and. rxcrcbi- fhonli 
be as varied as possible, ami when their 
minds and bodies are thoroughly pliant. 
TVe do not want it said thai, there (iru 
probably one hundred thousand <-hililn-!; 
in the workshops of New York, jnsl at n 
time when they should be at school. 
We want to hit" upon sosne plan which 
shall secure the efficient teaching of 
these'and all children similarly situated. 
Compulsory education is well enough in 
its ways; the question is whether it is 
not advisable to give tho children n 
chance, bv an equal division of hours of 
labor and" study, to ground themselves 
in a knowledge of useful trades, and to 
aid their parents at the same time that 
they pursne "book learning"? If we 
wish skilled artisans in all the higher 
mechanic arts, and desire to see taste 
prevail in all branches of useful indus- 
try, we must let the growth of the youth- 
ful toilers' minds bo symmetrical and 
steady. Some system which combines 
study and work, in proper proportions, 
is qiriaihly of the utmost importance 
fw'theehiidienof the laboring masses, 
and indeed, ol all classes, in every Com- 
mouwealth iu this Union.—JY. Y. Times.

to treat with the railway companies from 
the standpoint of facts and figures; also 
stage companies and mail contractors 
generally.
